Fads: Trend or Classic 


ight now (late summer 2010), four jewelry “fads” include snakes, 
huge double-shank rings, hand rings and feather earrings. In the 
guessing game, “Fad, Trend or Classic?” snakes are an easy call. 
They're already classics, just back for an encore appearance. So if 
snakes are a passion, it was smart to stock up on some of the slithery 
reptiles that crawled across your path (especially by such hot names as 


Alexis Bittar). 


Vintage cobra pendant necklace, likely from Accessocraft, Kenneth J. Lane or 
Hattie Carnegie, companies that created over-sized Egyptian lines of jewelry. 
Probably at retail during one of two King Tut exhibition tours in the 1960s and 
'70s. Cobra is huge and dimensional, head raised above body, tail curling back. 
(Head and body separately attached, with head and tail riveted and soldered on.) 
Gold-plated metal is enameled coral, turquoise and lapis/cobalt; two round large 
glossy beads in deep blue lapis or cobalt as eyes. Unsigned, 4 3/4" pendant, 18 
1/2" chain. $295

Hand rings make another easy call: too uncomfortable and 
awkward to develop true staying power. Ridiculously rambunctious 
finger rings prove a tougher bet. For pretty hands, all that jewelry 
spanning multiple fingers draws attention there, but they can drive 
you crazy if unaccustomed to so much jewelry. 


In general, when out in the field buying for re-sale, don't pass up a 
fad piece if it's outrageous enough, or a “classic” fad such as Mood 
rings. As for one-time fads that move on to trend and then classic 
status, how many tennis bracelets and “Y” necklaces are already out 
there to compete with? Keep an eye on hot trends in the fashion mags 
and hold on to what seem like surefire fads. 


Feather earrings? Designers as disparate as Isabel Marant, Noémie 
Vaillancourt and Kelly Bensimon were feathering the earlobes of 


starlets. 


Some classics are puzzling: Peace-sign jewelry is wilder and more 
ubiquitous than ever. Has it become a perennial classic, destined to 
stock store shelves forever? Jewelry fads are often signs of the times.

Necklace KNOCKOUTS 


MAKING A STATEMENT 


‘The term “statement necklace” has come to mean elaborate and 

enormous neckwear, but actually, all necklaces make a statement 
about the wearer. They're positioned in a key place, right under the 
face and above the bust, two places women are most often studied. So 
presumably what's worn in such a key position has been given some 
thought. And necklaces (as well as earrings) are as much for the 
pleasure of observers as bearers. Unless you stare at yourself in a 
mirror all day, you're not personally enjoying how incredible a 
necklace makes you look — unlike bracelets and rings, which are for 
your own delight and self-admiration. There's often more to a 
necklace in size and complexity, so it's the most expensive format. 
Obviously, designers feel they can sink their teeth into neckwear, 
creatively speaking.

Women buy necklaces to wear for myriad reasons: light up the face, 
accentuate fashion, make a style statement. Necklaces don't just beat 
out rings, earrings, bracelets and brooches in value because they're 
bigger, but because collectors are willing to pay more for something 
that gives so much back. And designers let themselves get most 
extravagant with their neckwear. A complicated or lavishly layered 
necklace should never be passed up if at all reasonable in price, 
whether iced with vintage Lucite cubes, or a gem-laden festoon. A 
few vintage necklace names never to pass up include Schreiner, Hattie 
Camegie, Miriam Haskell, Kenneth J. Lane and all the European 
designers who created bead-and stone-encrusted collars, from Gripoix 
and Goossens, Dior, Lanvin, Chanel and YSL to Cis, Coppola e 
Toppo, Ornella, Hanna Bernhard — et al.

he biggest kick to collect and often the most lucrative category to 
sell, figurals encompass jewelry (brooches most often) in the 


likeness of objects (oddball to outré) and people (pretty to positively 
freaky). Many legendary designers lavished both their wit and artistry 
on their figural efforts: David Mir's outrageous Lucite eagle for 
Trifari; Ruth Kamke's charwoman sisterhood for Eisenberg; Marcel 
Boucher's child-like, charming, chased-after mechanical movables; 
Adolph Katz's brilliant Duettes, such as Apache and Putain; Frederick 
Mosell's opera goers; Elliot Handler's borderline ghoulish faces; Louis 
Mazer's marvelous masks; Alfred Philippe's — everything. If a figural 
subject exists, someone somewhere in the world collects it, which 
means you can sell it to them (or keep it for yourself). One of the most 
price-staggering pieces of costume jewelry is a figural, the enameled 
Boucher octopus that sold at auction for $14,000-plus. That's right, 
and with not so much as a topaz in a tentacle. When out in the field, 
never pass up an unusual or striking figural if the price is right (and 
sometimes if it's not). Twenty of the most popular figural motifs 
include: crowns, Christmas trees, people (Blackamoors to ballerinas), 
hearts, flowers, dogs, birds (peacocks to parakeets), elephants, cats, 
fruit, aquavita (seahorses to turtles, with fish in between), butterflies, 
mermaids, hands, penguins, horses, roosters, frogs, patriotics (flags to 
Victory Vs) and Chinoiserie (dragons to pagodas). If none of these are 
your cup of tea, you can actually collect ... cups of tea.

Bracelets WRIST WATCH 


Always buy bracelets with your own sense of delight in mind. If you 

don't love a bracelet for some reason (sentiment, aesthetics, etc.) 
you won't wear it. Why would you? It catches the eye all day. It 
should beguile, uplift, enchant, remind, or at least sound good when it 
jingles or klonks. Most bracelet wardrobes are fairly large, but there's 
always room for one more, usually the latest look or season's fashion. 
The panoply of wrist wares usually includes six staples: classic gold 
bangle, charm bracelet, statement cuff, glitter (whether diamonds or 
rhinestone chain), beaded party wires and sterling silver (links or cuff) 
out of Mexico, the Southwest, Scandinavia, etc. Collectors are 
especially partial to elaborate clamper bracelets, especially if from 
DeLizza & Elster, for example.

‘This is the most entertaining jewelry category (along with 

mechanical masterpieces that cleverly move mouths, eyes or 
appendages). It's function fashion with a purpose, not jewelry just 
getting by on good looks. Scouring the U.S. design patent database, 
all manner of useful jewelry makes itself known, from brooches 


containing golf kits worn while playing 18, to pendants that dispense 
condoms. A popular 1940s novelty pin included built-in thermometer 
for knowing how hot it was outside. When it comes to ingenuity 
crossed with wearability, the sky's always been the limit. 


This large light-up lantern pin of metal and green plastic requires a battery to 
show you the way. The gold-plated metal is rather fancily cast, and an emerald 
cabochon on the base lights up too, demonstrating the Micro-Lite Co. of New 
York wasn't taking its foray into jewelry lightly. At 3 1/2", it's one of the 
kookiest 1950s conversation-piece pins we've ever seen. $100 


Although ... for quirkiness it's also hard to match the hallucinogenic artistry of a 
sterling-silver Valium tote. This huge pillbox brooch, which was still in its 
original gift box, came out of a Chicago department store in 1973, as a 
Christmas gift for ... someone with a high level of anxiety. The vintage Valium 
vial is a crazy creation, with a round-headed chorus of people standing at 
attention atop a flip-top container not unlike an elongated Chinese takeout 
carton. The patterned “photo-etching” effect on sterling hints of the work of 
artist Linda Threadgill, but we could never confirm whose it was. At 2 3/4” and 
fully dimensional, it's a big hunk of silver. Hallmarked sterling. $500

BUYING Time 


ALL HANDS ON DECK 


Stealing time is a real possibility when it comes to watch pins. Even 

the zaniest figurals are relatively reasonable when you consider 
what flights of fancy are out there at bargain prices. Take, for 
example, a huge ball-head 1940 robot watch brooch with trembler- 
spring arms and legs. The fact it sold once at auction for $10 is 
amazing, but leads to the question ... Why? Often it's because watch 
collectors, who listen closely to auctions that go tick-tock, care less or 
not at all about the jewelry-design aspect, especially novelties. They're 
after artistry in the mechanism, the refinement of the movement. Like 
many lapel watch pins, the alien space-age robot told time via a cheap 
seven-jewel movement, and consequently, proved a steal for a figural 
fanatic. Time, as a serious fact of life, seemed to inspire jewelry 
designers to high levels of frivolity. The especially high levels of 
frivolity. The vintage variety is worth a second glance, as an artifact of 
designing minds and a time when hours passed at a more leisurely 
pace.

ART SMART 


Philosophy, politics, psychology and science may all be found in the 

avant-garde jewelry category, where artistic expression and ideas 
are often as infused or incorporated into work as metal and glass. 
Avant-garde jewelry may be the vessel for a jewelry maker's passions, 
beliefs or outrage. It might also simply serve as a comic riff, or a 
scientific experiment with new media or methods. Typically it's 
considered cutting edge in some way, pushing the envelope in either 
form, function or perceptions. One artist salvages tires as her chosen 
medium and makes them beautiful; another destroys precious gems 
before using them to create stunning heirlooms. Still others pour their 
own senses of disgust or absurdity into the creative process, making 
art with a message. And some evolve in their jewelry “journeys.” The 
great Bruce Metcalf never made a masterpiece without a raison d'etre 
— until he decided more recently to create pieces strictly for aesthetic 
effect. Avant-garde, however one defines it, is the most exciting space 
in jewelry, always vibrant, sometimes confounding.

Young women tend to discover Art Nouveau and Art Deco around 
the same time. The styles are initially intoxicating for two different 
reasons: Art Deco stands as perennially modern, fresh and current, 


while Art Nouveau defines a period that's over — and is all the more 
exotic because of it. Serious devotees of Art Nouveau jewelry often 
broaden their interest into other fields out of frustration: exceptional 
Art Nouveau is hard to find, especially authentic pieces of the era with 
delicate pliqué-a-jour enameling intact. The desirability of Art 
Nouveau jewelry has been escalating, even since the turn of this 
century, with values two to 10 times higher than a decade earlier.

‘The jewelry called Art Deco still speaks to us through the decades, 

and we listen, maybe because it expresses a wild joy for the 
present, a lust for life. When the grim realities of WWI were over, it's 
no surprise a newborn age came kicking and screaming into existence, 
reflected in the spirit of art produced. What went into the new jewelry 
idiom was a frenzied thirst for freedom, and truth with no illusions, 
allowing fresh voices to get a word in. Experimentation and 
rethinking old ways emboldened jewelry makers, and the desire to 
live in the moment (tomorrow no longer seemed a sure thing) called 
for something entirely different. The icy geometry of Art Deco had 


the edge, audacity and abstraction women wanted and craved after 
war, and the severe new jewelry suited fashion's leaner silhouettes, 
shorter hair, simpler lines and showing off in public. As cover-ups 
shrank, jewelry expanded: stacks of bracelets to cover bare arms, 
shoulder-duster ear clips to replace shorn tresses, lengthy pearl 
sautoirs reaching down to the ends of shortened hems. 


If technology hadn't also made leaps, jewelry couldn't have 
morphed so modern. The ability to create new gem cuts with edges 
made designs more thrilling. The discovery of platinum gave metal a 
new role in the lapidary arts, a supporting role to stone mosaics. Color 
preference went penetrating rather than pastel, meaning hardstone for 
bold-statement bijoux: vibrant turquoise and dramatic black onyx, 
exotic jadeite, fresh coral, rich lapis — and cool rock crystal.

Crossover CATEGORIES 


Pay special attention when you trip across: 1. Jewelry with features 

that hold appeal for multiple collecting cohorts, and 2. non-jewelry 
objects that are jewelry related. An example of the first category is the 
1941 Pinocchio puppet pin shown here. It will elicit interest among 
collectors of Disneyana, vintage Bakelite, wood, puppetry, literature 
and kinetic jewelry. 


Pay attention to non-jewelry items, too, if they are connected in 
some way to famous jewelry names: McClelland Barclay bookends, 
DeLizza & Elster original design sketches, watercolor paintings 
promoting Miriam Haskell jewelry, dated photographs with portrait 
subject wearing famous brooch, etc. Crossover categories often supply 
a wealth of information, as with the Eisenberg Original scarf in this 
chapter. Without the scarf, no one remembered the Eisenberg Original 
king clip is (or at some point was) Neptune/Poseidon. The mermaid 
stands next to him, looking much more like Venus than the famous 
jewelry fur clip, and the winged steeds on the scarf resemble the 


Pegasus brooch shown. The scarf proved a huge find. It pays to 
wander outside jewelry cases and categories even when jewelry's on 
your mind.

Unsigned WHO'S YOUR DADDY? 


he sad reality is costume jewelry without a DNA marker is, overall, 

less valuable. At the very least it cuts interest in a piece by a huge 
percentage among people who don't believe something is what it's 
said to be without “proof” in the form of a signature. But many fine 
examples bear no trace of provenance, either because an identification 
tag was removed long ago, because a signature has been obliterated or 
soldered over, because some designers or manufacturers did not 
consider it important to mark items destined for obsolescence, and 
countless other reasons. 


Collectors should take time to learn the clues and attributes of 
specific jewelry-house products (including construction, findings, 
stone types, styles, etc.) so you know it when you see it. Remember, 
too, the conundrum of the unsigned works both ways: It's not only 
often a steal for the buyer, it's often a rare or beautiful bargain. Here 
are unsigned pieces that should never have been passed by just 
because they have no birth certificate.

to jewelry. The word “plastics” continues to stand for a surprisingly 
rich category. The fact chemistry results in such striking and diverse 
beauty makes it all the more exciting as a place to collect or trade. 
New arrivals in jewelry land quickly learn the formulas for success in 
this field, studying the old plastics (celluloid, Galalith, Lucite, 
Bakelite, etc.) and getting to know them all over again as they're used 
today, as well as thoroughly modern moldables and carvables. 
Designers employ everything from PVC to injected silicone in 
remarkable jewelry creations, as tactile as they are visually stunning. 
Plastics deserve the pejorative rap they get when it comes to castoffs 
clogging the oceans and landfills, but when you encounter plastic 
jewelry, it can be especially captivating. The green trend in so-called 
“trashion” jewelry is even more thrilling, with recycled plastics given 
a new life as the trendiest accessories.

Rings DIGITAL DRAMA 


‘The first ring a girl got was often her birthstone, and the first ring 

she was taught to long for was a glittering diamond engagement 
ring. So much has changed when it comes to our frequent flings with 
rings, no longer a steady progression from graduation symbols to 
wedding bands — with a cocktail ring thrown in for the thrill of glitz. 
Women give themselves diamonds for the right hand, men exchange 
black diamonds of betrothal, young girls stock up on huge hunks of 
colorful plastic from mall shops, and ring styles include every motif 
and type imaginable: hardstone cameos, gemmy buckles, biomorphic 
silver, Mood, poison, timepiece, carved ivory, jade saddle, wood- 
inlaid Bakelite, major cocktail bling ... So many rings wing their way 
into our visual lives, it's hard to see them sometimes, or discern any 
particular ring's unique attributes, especially when dealers naturally 
group them en masse in a display. Even magnificence gets lost in the 
crowd. The best news on the engagement-ring front is artistry 
catching up to carats: When gold or platinum is worked into brilliant 


shape or effect, diamonds get their due and metals shed their 
humdrum stone-holder status. Engagement rings in the 21st century 
are so desirable they make you want to get married again.

Victorian STYLES OF SIX DECADES 


Sixty-four years produces a lot of jewelry — of very different styles. 

Perhaps that's one reason it's slightly off-putting to dive into 
Victoriana. That ... and the somberness of some styles. Yet the next 
minute, it's anything but staid or mournful, from intricate and airy 
Silesian-wire bracelets to the color of Vauxhall glass and big, 
glistening jet brooches or exquisitely wrought gold. 


Three divisions are identified with the Victorian era: the early 
Romantic period (1837 to 1860); Mid-Victorian (Grand) Period, 1860 
to (variously) 1880 or 1885; and the Late (Aesthetic) Period, 1880 to 
1901. Discoveries, innovations, events and styles influenced the 
jewelry of those periods, which is why “Victorian jewelry” varies so 
much.

omen have been known to go so green with envy when they see 

another's jadeite (or gem jade) jewelry pieces, they insist on 
buying them on the spot. Jade's time has clearly come around — 
again. Certainly Cartier has forever valued gem jade (since the early 
20th century), and renowned jewelry creator Walter Lampl long sang 
its praises (even 70 years ago), attempting to turn America as 
enthusiastically green as he was. 


Fine jadeite is mined in Burma, not in China (where nephrite jade 
was mined). If you've only seen poor-quality jade or any of the many 
mistaken-identity candidates for jadeite (chrysoprase, serpentine, 
aventurine, nephrite, etc.), the real thing does more to take your breath 


away and explain why the Chinese are mad for it, revering it into the 
afterlife.

he seminal earring event of the 21st century remains Angelina Jolie 

in those emeralds at the Oscars. It reminded everyone how much a 
pair of great eardrops can do for a girl if the color, scale and size suit a 
face. Colombian gems may be out of reach, but big green sparklers of 
some sort can still work magic. If you asked most women (and we 
don't mean to leave earring-loving men out here) to build instantly an 
earring wardrobe of their choosing, it would include diamond studs, 
gold hoops, diamond hoops, silver avant-garde statement piece, 
drippy chandeliers with briolettes; black glass or black diamond 
buttons; Art Deco jade, flawed emeralds or some sort of color in a 
gem; turquoise with sterling for casual wear, and probably something 
Victorian in jet or coral. Earrings tend to be thought of as wearable 
more than collectible, but they're both. When out hunting, watch for 
anything showy, glitzy, large or unusual from such names as K.J.L., 
Schreiner, Dior, Trifari, Hattie Carnegie, Schiaparelli, Chanel, 
Boucher, Ciner, Alice Caviness and others. Earrings don't always sell 
well, so some dealers not intensely interested in jewelry may price all 


earrings reasonably, translating to bargains for smart collectors.

Silver jewelry is so ubiquitous, it's easy to take it for granted. But as 

a precious metal, and the go-to medium for many great artists- 
turned-jewelry-makers, it deserves the respect of a fresh look if it 
hasn't shaken you up lately. Silver purer than .925 tarnishes less, and 


some South and Central American women have wondered aloud why 
American women put up with that much alloy in the mix. In terms of 
collectibility, silver stalkers stay hard on the trail of signed works 
from studio artists the world over, with special interest in mid-century 
American designers; vintage silver from Mexico, Peru, the 
Southwestern U.S. and Native American works; Scandinavia and, 
increasingly, Israel. While nothing should stop someone from buying 
a beautiful work of wearable unsigned silver art, it is a category in 
which a signature is crucial right now for profitable resale.

Cameos NOT JUST ANOTHER PRETTY FACE 


‘The average jewelry lover simply hasn't seen enough excellent 

cameos to fall under the spell of the carver's art. This is a wake-up 
call to keep eyes wide open when glyptic goodies come into view. 
Cameo dealers do well, and cameo collectors love their tiny works of 
antique art. Get excited by the category through studies in mythology 
and history. Check out the many books on the subject, excellent 
specimens online, and try to study as many as you can in person, at 
jewelry shows or antiques shops, for example, to familiarize yourself 
with fine workmanship.

Couture is the jewelry category that sets teeth chattering. No one 
goes into couture casually. A commitment is involved to carry as 


inventory, and it's a bit of a gulp to buy for a personal collection. 
There is also the slightly sticky question, what is it exactly? If you 
can't answer that question to your own satisfaction, you aren't alone. 
Even four women who deal in it have differing opinions. 


Nathalie Bernhard of Paris suggests, “I think ‘couture jewelry’ is 
simply handmade and spectacular. Most brands have some jewelry 
specially designed for catwalk shows, by craftsmen mostly working 
‘in the shadows.’ 


Couture connoisseur Maureen Winterhager of Germany says, “I 
would say couture jewelry has to do with excellence of manufacture, 
with sophistication, outstanding design, and a limited edition of the 
model.”

Designing Names SEXY SIGNAGE 


here are marks and there are Marks. Any signature at all on jewelry 

is a step in the right direction, but some names carry more weight 
than others, and trends may heat up certain signatures even more. 
When scoping purchases, be sure to know the names everyone's after. 
Study fashion mags for currently chased designers, and check 
completed auctions online to garner information on contemporary and 
vintage. Big names aren't always a surefire guarantee of good 
investment or resale profit, but they help. Foreign or exotic-sounding 
signatures are promising and often sought-after, be they familiar to 
many (Dior) or unfamiliar to most (Correani). Names from KJL to 
Haskell have great pull, at least as far as getting eyes to your listings. 


Then there's all that trickier terrain in unsigned designer pieces, 
which covers Haskell again (the early work, which is occasionally 
more valuable than some later signed work), and “Juliana,” one line 
from DeLizza & Elster. Women want D&E, both to wear and collect, 
but it's unsigned (sometimes tagged), so it pays to learn the attributes 
of all coveted unsigned jewelry design. Watch, too, for emerging 
names. Not only might you discover a new jewelry resource to collect, 
you can get in as close to the ground floor as possible for resale.
